4.9.. Roserea Rose, her second daughter, a 
| very promising animal, was mated with 

Mountheaton Polonius, son of Bessborough 
Polonius, and produced a very fine heifer calf 
last October. Since then she has been yield- 
ing, Ou an average, four gallons of milk 
daily. This young animal promises well to 
establish some outstanding figures in the milk 
recording world. 

During the summer months Loobagh Grand 
Duchess VII. grazed on inferior pasture, and 
this had to be supplemented by the addition 
of concentrates at the rate of two Ibs. for 
every gallon of milk produced. Her winter 
ration consisted of 45lbs. roots, with 2slbs. 
of concentrates for the first gallon of milk; 
and dibs. for every additional gallon, hay 
ad. lib., which she consumed at an average 
rate of 24lbs. a day. 

This animal never gives the _ slightest 
trouble, except the trouble of milking such a 
large quantity of milk, which she has pro- 
duced at the 1ate of almost seven gallons a 
day during part of her lactation period. She 
is ready for her meal at the appointed time, 
and has never been unwell, always having 
that bright and pleasant appearance char- 
acteristic of health and vigour, Loobagh 
Grand Duchess VII is due to calve again on 
7th May to Bessborough Dairy King. 2nd, 
and will next be mated to Dairyman Dandy, 
son of Orvhan Princess, Ireland's first 2,000 
gallon shorthorn cow.

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WORK FARM TRACTORS. 


COSTS COMPARED. 


In a season like the present, when field 
work is fully two months behind time, the im- 
poten oi the tractor becomes apparent. 
Uxperience shows that a tractor can do the 
work of a team of horses more quickly, more 
efficiently, and at less cost. 


We now come to the point of depreciation 
and upkeep. Depreciation depends, not upon 
the type of power used for doing the work, 
but on the amount of work done; and, as a 
tractor is able to do about half as much again 
as a three-horse outfit, it is only natural 
the amount of wear and tear upon the imple- 
ments will be slightly higher if the imple 
ments used for outfit are of similar con- 


struction; but, in the majority of cases, it. 


will be found that the implements used in con- 
function with a tractor are of a heavier ty 

than are employed with horses, hence the 
wear will work out at almost the same for 


each outfit. 

Whereas horses must be fed and attended 
to when they are not working, a tractor only 
requires f in the shape of fuel when it is 
working, and this fact alone should convince 
any clear-minded farmer that the upkeep of a 
tractor must be less than that of a -horse 
outfit. 

So far as the employment of a tractor affects 
the soil, it so speeds up the work that so 
much work can be done as a general rule that 
formerly could only rarely be attempted. 
Take, for instance, the autumn cleaning of 
stubbles : every farmer knows that corn crops 
are liable to infestation by weeds, and that 
the stubbles are shelters for large quantities 
of weed seeds. There is also, at the same 
time, sufficient moisture in the soil at harvest 
time to allow of the germination of weed seeds 
if the soil is broken up immediately the crop 
is cut. It is usually impossible to break up 
the land at this time if horses are depended 
upon for the necessary power, but if the 
tractor is used its extra speed enables this 
work to be done, and the seeds will ger- 
minate and be destroyed. - 

Other autumn work—that of sub-soiling— 
is made possible by the use of a tractor, and 
it has been proved that this will increase the 

tato yield, and at the same time be bene- 
Keial for the following wheat crop. With 
horses this work is practically impossible on

It is not ‘suggested that the tractor enables 


the costs of production 1s, perhaps. the matter 
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of chief importance. Meanwhile it may be 
well to compare the use of the horse and 
tractor. Amongst the disadvantages of the 
tractor, as pointed out by farmers, are :—(1), 
its uselessness in wet weather; (2), its in- 
ability to work on any but dry light lands 
during the winter; (3). in cases of breakdown, 
losses incurred through having to wait for re- 
paits being made or new parts arriving; (4), 
high initial outlay; and (5), higher deprecia- 
tion and upkeep of tractor drawn implements, 

With reference to 1 and 2, it has been 
shown that an efficient medium weight tractor 
bas the great advantage over the horse of 
being able to get -hrough its work quickly, 
thereby enabling work to be done at the right 
time of year. A farmer who depends upon 
horses invariably has to wait until winter he- 
fore he can commence to plough, because dur- 
ing the summer his horses are working full 
time with the crops, but a tractor supplies the 
power and speed to get the work done in good 


tractor almost puts the farmer in control of 
the seasons, says “The Farmers’ Red Book 
and Agricultural Annual.” 

In summer the is often too hard for 
horses to deal with, but when the land can be 
knocked about with plough and cultivator, 
when the sun is shining, more benefit is de- 
rived by the soil, and perennial -weeds are 
more easily eradic . Many farmers believe 
that gotha autumn and wifiter is the correct 
time to plough and cultivate the land, but 
this is not the case.

SOME POISONOUS 
PLANTS. 

THE MISCHIEF THEY DO. 


Botanists and veterinarians have always 
known, and many farmers know to their cost, 
that a summer abnormally wet or abnormally 
Gry brings an increased crop of certain 
poisonous plants. This fact goes far to ex. 
plain the otherwise often undiagnosable anc 
unaccountable illnesses and sudden deaths «| 
cattle in years like the present. Animals are, 
no doul@endowed with a very acute sense o! 
smell, wich generally enables them to reject 
unwholesome food; but occasionally that 
mysterious safeguard of natural instinct seems 
to fail them. Ravenous hunger or impair 
ment threugh common catarrh of this sense of 
smell is perhaps the most common cause. 
Cattle, turned into pastures after. a long 
journey without food, have been found to eat 
voraciously of poisonous plants, with fata! re 
sults. Unfortunately, the effects of such 
poisons are too rapid to allow of successful 
treatment as a rule. Sometimes the whites of 
ten or twelve eggs will neutralise the toxin, 1! 
administered at the first signal of distress. 


Nature’s Warning. 


There are, of course, other poisons to be 
reckoned with besides plants poisonous in 
themselves. Diseased or ergotined grasses, or 
ergotined rve, for instance, eaten in quite 
small quantities, cause abortion, and when 
eaten largely cause death among in-calf cows. 
Rank pastures and sudden changes of pasture 
cause most of those serious and baffling com- 
plaints we meet with. 

Buttercups and marsh marigolds flourish 11 
wet seasons. They are very poisonous, but 
their slight perfume renders them less liable 
to be a danger than such iniidious little Weeds 
as the red rattle, which is found in the best 
upland meadows, and the deadly snake-weed, 
which, as its name implies, simply creeps 
among the sweetest grass. Wild hyacinths 
and the nightshades, also, warn by their per- 
fume, and no beast, however perverse or ol» 
tuse, would be tempted by the beauty of the 
foxgloves.. Wild parsnip, henbane, and drop- 
wort, however, would seem to be, if not the 
most poisonous, not the least injurious herbs 
for cattle. 


What's to be done? 


Unhappily, the most zealous farmer can do 
little to guard his stock against such miss 
ventures. He can,, however, do somethinz. 
For good drainage and artificials are, so to 
speak, the natural enemies of noxious weeds. 
Also, such plants as snake-weed, the night- 
shades, and marsh mallows can be eradicated 
by constant uprooting. It is worth the 
trouble. For they are not widespread, but 
confined to an occasional spot. Cattle picking 
among dense growths of buttercups get their 
mouths cruelly biistered. When this plant 
overruns & pasture. a vigorous dressing of salt 
and artificials is called for. Even as hay. such 
plants aré iniuvrions, and drying actually az- 
gravates the dangerous nature of others. 


One Man’s Meat. 


The truth of the saying that “one man's 
meat is another man’s poison’’ is constantly 
being paralleled in the case of the beasts. 
shun, what 
donkeys love. horses will not touch. Pigs, 
given the run of an orchard, thrive. exceed. 
irgly on windfalls. But let an unknowing 
farmer put a bunch of horses into an orchard, 
and he will probably get a bad fright. For 
apples, be it known, act like neat brandy on 
a horse, and horses have been found lying 
snbout in the various attitudes of “blind” 
crunkenness after a fow hours in an orchard. 
And, funnier still, the horse that has once 
heen drunk seems most anxious to enjoy 3 
feast of apples again. How like his betters!
